The one hope of statesmen 
for the future peace of the world must be 
founded upon the development of the system 
of public Jaw, and upon the maintenance and 
increase of authority of treaties. If the public 
law of Europe be valid until tormally repealed, 
any new arrangement between Russia and 
Turkey falls ipso facto, by its very nature, with- 
in the scope of the treaties of 386 and 71. It 
is not in the power of Russia, and it is not even 
within the competence of the Congress, to de 
cide whether or not certain clauses of the new 
treaty fall within the cognizance of the signa- 
tories of the old treaty. It is bound to take the 
new instrument into consideration as a Whole.“

THE TARIFF BILL.

SOME OF ITS IMPOSSIBILITIES.

on which no mail or express packages are car- 
ried, express freight trains, and a great ya- 
riety of private conveyances; that they often 
employ special trains or locomotives at unusual 
expense in order to supply the demand for 
their newspapers; that if tne Government were 
to undertake to do this work, or any consider- 
able part of it, it would only increase the an- 
nusl deficit in its revenues, since the business 


could not ibly prove remunerative; that tne

and Alabama, and Mississippi, and Arkansas bad 
all in turn enjoyed, and that privilege was simply 
only that, unt the timber-lands were surveyed 
and offered for sale in the Territories, the actual 
settlers might cut timber for their own use, and 
not for export. 

Mr. Eustis said he would vote against any ap- 
propriation to pay the Special Agents of the De- 
partment of the Interior who were engaged in the 
business of discovering and prosecuting persons 
who were charged with trespassing on the public 
lands. These agents, instead of being pda ate 
as 6 sted by the Secretary, should be dismisse 
with disgrace from the service. The property of 
the people of Louisiana was seized, and in less 
than twenty-four hours thé owners were reduced 
to begvary and starvation. The people absolutely 
knew nothing of the proceedings ordered by the 
Department of the Interior, which were of a 
despotic character. The seizures were made on 


informal legal papers. 

Mr. Dawes argued that, if the legal proceedings 
were 2 he Juage who issued the writs was 
responsibie, and not the agent of the Interior De- 
partment. He was glad the discussion had taken 
place. It will teach tne Secretary of the Interior 
that it was his auty to inquire into the conauct of 
his Special Agents charged with delicate duties. It 
would teach him that this wasa Government of 
law, not of men. 

Mr. Christiancy argued that the course pursued 
in Louisiana had no bearing whatever upon the 
course pursued in Montana. It was not to be ex- 
pected that the Secretary of the Interior could have 
personal knowledge of every act of the timber 
agents. The Senate would not have heard all these 
charges to-day had it not been that there was more 
feeling against the Secretary of the Interior than 
for the poor settlers. 

Mr. Sargent said when the Western Senators got 
up here and asked for the people of. the West priv- 
fleges which had been enjoyed by the people of 
Massachusets, Vermopt, and other States, they 
were sneered at. and their wants measured by 
some county of Massachusetts. This provincial- 
iam he wag opposed to. It was unworthy of a de- 

te like this. Western Senators were not to 
urned from their convictions in this matter by 
statements that they desired to attack the Secretary 
of the Interior. Noone thought of attacking the 
Secretary of the Interior until the people of the 
Territories were d ed before the courts, their 
property seized, and they themselves charged with 
being thieves and plunderers. The policy of the 

resent Secretary of the Interior was contrary to 
the whole policy of the Government in regard to 
timber lands. He (Sargent) would go as faras 
any man to protect the surveyed lands and punish 
men for stealing wood therefrom. The action of 
the Secretary of the Interior was caused by a de- 
sire to gain Cheap reputation asa Reformer. Acon- 
siderate Secretary, instead of turning the Interior 
Department into a huckster shop to peddle out 
wood, would have called the matter and asked for 
remedial legislation. 

Mr. Dawes said the remarks of the Senator from 
California (Sargent) were as much uncalled for 
by the debate as they were by good breeding, and 
his allusions to Massachusetts 

Mr. Sargent—Wiil you please quote anything I 
said against Massachusetts’ I deny that I said 
anything. 

Mr. Dawes—I have the floor, and will not yield. 

Mr. Sargent—I have yielded to the Senator from 
Massachusetts frequently. I see his good breed- 
ing does not correspond. 

Mr. Dawes—The Senator's memory is as bad as 
his mannefs. ; 

Continuing his remarks, Mr. Dawes said thou- 
sands of cords of wood were cut from the pubiic 
lands in the Territories and ready for the market, 
and it was that plunder the Secretary of the In- 
terior sought to stop, no matter how much he might 
be denounced for being overzealous. 

Mr. Sargent said the Senator from Massachusetts. 
in his original speech, spoke of the people of the 
Territories as tnieves and plunderers. Did the 
Senator think that remark consistent with good 
breeding? He thought he was entitied to an 
apology from the Senator for questioning his man- 
ners. 

Mr. Dawes explained his remarks, and said he 
had no disposition to indulge in any remarks of- 
fensive to the Senatorfrom California. He did not 
mean to speak of the people of the Territories as 
plunderers, but he did mean to say that those who 
were taking property from the public domain were 
plundering it. 

Mr. Hoar argued that it was a bad thing for 
either branch of Congress to undertake to con- 
demn a public officer for doing his duty, the neg- 
lect of which would have e him liable to im- 
peachment. The Secretary of the Interior, in the 
very first report he ever made to Congress, called 
attention at length to this very subject of timber 
depredations. Mr. Hoar here quoted from the an- 
nual report of the Secretary of the Interior, sent 
to Congress in December last, anc, resuming his 
remarks, said Congress had over and over again 
refused to modify or change the Timber-Depreda- 
tions act, and now charges were being made against 
aeworn public officer for enforcing a law to pro- 
tect pubhe property when Congress had over and 
over in refused to modify the law. 

Mr. Matthews said it had been the practice of 
the executive officers of the Government to punish 
those trespassing upon the public lands for fire- 
wood or any other purposes, and he challenged the 
Senator from Maine (Blaine) to point any 
statate authorizing settlers to cut flre- wood from 
the public lands. 

Mr. Blaine asked if it was the proper policy to 
charge $1 a cord stampage. 

Mr. Matthews said it was not, but it was the pol- 
icy of law, not the policy of the Secretary of the 
Interior. 

Mr. Blaine challenged the Senator (Matthews) to 
point to an instance where settlers had been 
charged Ramee. 

Mr. Ingalle—I can do it.

If 
silver was worth gold by within 1-16 of 1 per cent 
he would like to know where the poor man had 
been robbed.

is not interfered with. The discussion of 
the subjects under consideration and the in- 
terchange of views between the Secretary 
andthe members of the Committee will be 
read with interest when the official report of 


the conference is made public. 


We have been shown a letter addressed by 
the Hon. WIA Henry §2nTs, Collector 
of Customs, to an importer, requesting his 
co-operation with the MxrgpiTu, BineuaM, 
and Hixps Commission, appointed to inquire 
into the subject of customs frauds at the 
port of New York. The letter is excellent in 
intent and spirit, but we are of opinion 
that the scope of its purpose is not broad 
enough. It is not presumable that the Col- 
lector will, by letter, reach one in ten of the 
importers of Chicago. But they all ought to 
be enlisted in the proposed investigation. 
The gentlemen of the Commission have 
been sent here by the Secretary of 
the Treasury to collect all possi- 
ble attainable facts bearing on the 
subject of the mammoth system of frauds 
carried on in New York by which the reve- 
nue is robbed and interior cities are driven 
from foreign markets. What is wanted first 
is an expression of opinion on the subject of 
the investigation; and this expression of 
opinion should be voiced by the whole body 
of importers. The hands of the Secretary 
of the Treasury should be held firmly up, in 
the grand reform he has undertaken. Then 
there should be organization with the view 
of collecting evidence,—not the evidence of 
one, two, or a dozen importers, 
but the evidence of all  import- 
ers who have suffered by reason 
of the discrimination practiced against in- 
terior ports. There are between three and 
four hundred importers in this city,—enough 
to fill Hershey Hall. We renew our sugges- 
tion of yesterday,—that the importers of 
Chicago assemble together and take steps to 
assist the Commission in its efforts to remedy 
the abuses of which they have so long been 
the unresisting victims. 


TOM EWING’S HOBBY. 

Gen. Tom Ewrxa, who aspires to the lead- 
ership of the Greenbackers, desires to have 
a national currency established on a pro- 
gressive scale by an amendment to the Con- 
stitution. This notion is so farin advance 
of Pxrnpueton, Dan VoorHers, and your 
ordinary Greenbackers, that we think the 
leadership of the Greenback movement can 
no longer be contested. Gen. Ewiwo re- 
cently introduced into the House of Repre- 
sentatives a joint resolution proposing a six- 
teenth amendment to the Constitution, the 
purport of which is as follows: 


Congress shall Icgislate for isening —— million 
of dollars of United States non-bearing-interest 
notes, which shail be a legal-tender for all debts, 
public and private: the aggregate of such notes 
shall be increased each year at @ rate equal to the 
average annual per cent of increase of population 
of the United States, as shown by the next preced- 
ing census; to which shall be added a reasonable 
amount for loss of outstanding circulation: of the 
first issue of said notes, as much as may be neces- 
sary shall be used in retiring all the United States 
notes bearing interest now outstanding, and the 
remainder in reducing the interest-bearing debt, 
and each yearly increase shall be applied to the ex- 
tinguishment of such debt or necessary public 
wor No notes of the United States not bearing 
interest shall be issued except ag herein provided, 
and no law of the United States or of any State 
shall authorize the issue of notes payable to bearer 
on demand by or for the benefit of = | person, 
association, or corporation. Congress shall provide 
for withdrawing from circulation all bank notes 
now outstanding. 


The omission in the resolution, as it 
stands, to state the number of millions that 
shall first be issued under this constitutional 
amendment, isn’t really important. In the 
end it will make little difference whether we 
begin with one, two, or three thousand mill- 
ions; the outcome will be pretty much the 
game in any event. A fundamental objec- 
tion to the scheme is, that the rate of in- 
crease provided for is altogether too low to 
attain the ultimate purpose of the amend- 
ment. It is evidently the design to substi- 
tute an irredeemable paper ¢urrency for the 
bonded debt of the country, the interest and 
principal of which is now payable in coin. 
As it is not propose] thus far to compel the 
bondholders, by dire penalties in case of 
refusal, to exchange their interest-bearing 
securities payable in com for non-interest- 
bearing notes payable in nothing and 
at no time, the Government will be 
forced to go into the market and 
buy bonds with greenbacks at the rate at 
which the holders of the bonds are willing to 
sell them. We know of no mathematical 
process by which we can estimate the proba- 
ble amount of absolutely irredeemable and 
non-interest-bearing notes a bondhdlder 
would take in exchange for a bond drawing 
from 4 to 6 per cent interest in coin and pay- 
able in real money within a definite period. 
We presume, howeper, that the first step the 
bondholder would take would be to ascertain 
the value of old paper, and exchange his 
bonds for the new issue of greenbacks on 
that basis. In this probable event, it is easy 
to foresee that an increase of the greenbacks 
limited to the ratio pf the increase of popula- 
tion would be bn inadequate to the 


demands of the eme, no matter how 
large the volume of greenbacks might be to 
start on. 
There is one significant point, however, in 
this proposed constitutional amendment. It 
under the Supreme 
Court's constructiqn of the organic law of 
the nation, the volyme of legal-tender notes

It seems that the lawyers in 
Congress have fully conceded the force of 
this argument, and we hope this fact may 
have sufficient influence to bring the mass 
of the inflationists to their senses, At all 
events, if there is to be any further discus- 
sion of an unlimited issue of irredeemable 
paper currency, we hope it will be on the 
basis of a constitutional amendment, as it 
will thus be easier to make the fallacies of 
the proposition clear to the people. 
THE VALENTINE SCRIP. 

Owing to recent information from Wash- 
ington to the effect that the sixty days’ limit 
for an appeal from the Land Commissioner 
to the Secretary of the Interior had nearly 
expired, and that the city authorities had not 
at that time filed the necessary papers in the 
case of the VALENTINE scrip, we are prompted 
to recur to the matter. A brief restatement 
of the case may urge the city authorities to 
take an appeal, if they need any urging, and 
will reveal to the people a gross and inex- 
cusable neglect of the interests of Chicago 
if they fail to take the appeal, which, we 
have not the slightest doubt, will result in a 
reversal of the Land Commissioner's decis- 
ion. The VALENTINE scrip was issued by 
Congress in exchange for wild Government 
lands, and with authority to locate any pub- 
lic lands therewith. It was obviously the 
intention of Congress to give the VALENTINE 
claimants the selection of all the unoccu- 
pied and free public lands, but there was 
no intention that the holders of this scrip 
should avail themselves of any technical 
flaw in a previous sale or dedication of pub- 
lic lands to locate town or city lots, or other 
property that had acquired special value by 
reason of improvements made by others. 
Thus, even ifthe Fort Dearborn tract was 
not properly dedicated and sold, and if the 
United States Government still have a color 
of title by reason of some flaw in the dedica- 
tion or sale, the tract remains a reservation 
for military purposes, and is not subject to 
location by the holders of scrip issued for 
Government land not previously disposed of 
or reserved. The absence of equity in the 
VALENTINE claim, as well as the injustice 
done to the City of Chicago, and to those 
private owners who have improved the 
property under the impression that certain 
portions had been regularly set aside 
for streets and public grounds, deprives this 
VaLENnTINE scrip location of every legitimate 
claim. There is not a particle of doubt that 
Secretary Scnunz, when the matter shall 
come before him, will dispose of it accord- 
ing to the equity of the case, and it is not 
unlikely that he will require the Land Com- 
missioner to furnish a satisfactory explana- 
tion of a decision which would practically 
give speculators and blackmailers an advan- 
tage over innocent holders of the lands. 

Two glaring inconsistencies have been 
noted at Washington in the Land Commis- 
sioner’s decision: One was that, under the 
construction put upon the case by the Land 

mmissioner, he had no jurisdiction over 
1 He held that there had been no 
regular transfer of the Fort Dearborn 
tract by the War Department; if 
that is true, the tract is still a reser- 
vation for military purposes, and subject 
to the order of the Secretary of War. It 
was, under these circumstances, a piece of 
impertinence for the Land Commissioner to 
undertake to dispose of the case, and his 
interference is not justified by either law or 
courtesy. The Land Commissioner also 
treated the location of the Vauentrye scrip 
as if there were a street running along the 
Lake-Front where Michigan avenue for 
many years has been supposed to be. But 
if there has never been a proper dedication 
of this tract, which is the theory of the 
Land Commissioner’s decision, then there 
is no such street, and the Land 
Commissioner had no authority to make 
one in approving the location of the Vat- 
ENTINE scrip. In one word, the Land Com- 
missioner has made such a desperate effort 
in order to accommodate the Valeri 
scrip speculators With profitable advantages 
to which they would not be equitably entitled 
in any event, that he has overreached himself. 
Secretary Scuurz is the kind of man who 
will be quick to see the justice of the case, 
and we have no doubt that asimple appeal 
will settle definitely Chicago's right to the 
public property in the Fort Dearborn tract ; 
such a decision would assist materially in 
procuring from Congress the proposed legis- 
lation to quiet the title for all time to come. 


VINDICATION OF THE RETURNING BOARD. 

The Louisiana question is probably disposed 
of forever by the order of the Supreme Court 
reversing the sentence in the ANDERSON case 
and releasing the prisoner from custody. It 
has been a curious question from the start, 
involving, first, the-right of the people to 
govern themselves, and, secondly, their 
capacity to govern when the right was con- 
ceded. They had the sympathy of a good 
many enlightened men at the North when 
they stood in the position of a downtrodden 
and oppressed people, struggling for their 
liberties and resisting usurpation through 
the exercise of their heaven-given right of 
contesting their taxes. But when they got 
their liberties and proceeded to use them 
badly,—particularly for the oppression of 
their political opponents,—they lost ground 
in public estimation much more rapidly than 
they had gained it. It was not understood 
that the liberty for which they were con- 
tending was the liberty to imprison persons 
who differed from them politically. The 
liberty to erect a Bastile, to restore lettres du 
cachet, or to persecute for opinion’ssake, was 
never included in the American scheme of 
government. When the Democrats of Lou- 
isiana, therefore, used their power as soon 
as they could fer purposes of revenge, they 
showed that their deprivation of power, 
however brought about, was ho great moral 
wrong. 

There was not the excuse of a sufficient 
motive for the prosecution of AnpeRson. It 
was instigated by a number of New York 
politicians in the interest of Saum J. Tu- 
DEN, and the inducements they held out to 
the Louisiana prosecutors must, from the 
nature of the case, have been small. They 
could only promise that, in case of Mr. In- 
pEN’s elevation to the Presidency in 1880, 
the laborer should be worthy of his hire. 
This was, indeed, a remote prospect. There 
are two important steps to the Presidency, 
neither of which Mr. TuDnn seems at all 
likely to take. He must be nominated, and 
he must he elected. If he should live so 
long, and clear away the cloud of charges 
affecting his character, he would go into the 


: 
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next Democratic Convention with 

much inferior to those he started with at St. 
Louis. For he had then the prestige of an 
alleged reformer to help him, whereas he has 
now only the prestige of defeat. Besides, 
a nomination is not so likely in 1880 as in 
1876 to be followed by an election. The 
Democratic party has traded on its reform 
capital just as Mr. Tom did, and both 
are now bankrupt in reputation. This is 
why the Louisiana Democrats sold them- 
selves lightly. They undertook to perform 
a great service for a doubtful promise of 
small and remote compensation. The 
laborer is worthy of his hire, not merely 
of a promise to pay it if things go well. 

It cannot be said that the Democratic 
managers of the Anpgrson trial have been 
cheated. They agreed to convict the Re- 
turning Board. They not only failed to do 
this, but they did just the opposite. They 
gave the Returning Board a certificate of 
good character. Never was labor productive 
of a smaller result. The Supreme Court, 
in reversing the decision of the Court be- 
low, used the following language: ‘If 
every consolidated return were forged, and 
the Returning Board complied with the 
law, and made their statement from the 
Commissioners’ returns, no injury could 
result. It is the essence of the crime 
that it should be committed by a public 
officer, and on a document which would 
change the result of the elections. This 
was not done.” If this is not a certificate of 
good character we do not know how one 
could be framed. It may be said that the 
language used applies merely to the particu- 
lar returns of Vernon Parish, for the alleged 
forgery of which Axnxasox was put on trial. 
But the fact that the Vernon Parish returns 
wore specially selected by the Democratic 
prosecutors to make an issue shows that 
their, strongest case lay in them. The re- 
versal of judgment and order of release is 
evidence that there is no case against the 
Returning Board, and consequently that 
it acted strictly within the law. Thus 
the legality of its canvass and of the 
casting of the Electoral vote of Louisiana 
for President Hayes is affirmed by the high- 
est Democratic court in the State. 


ENGLAND AND RUSSIA. 

The wrangle between England and Russia 
now concerns the future. The treaty be- 
tween Russia and Turkey has eliminated the 
latter as a bone of contention in the Con- 
gress. Her power is broken, and there is no 
desire or intention to reinstate her. No 
nation in Europe would dare to undertake so 
hopeless a task or oppose the amelioration of 
the condition of the Slavic Christians, or 
even reduce the limits of Bulgaria as defined 
in the treaty, as that would once more bring 
a portion of the Bulgarians under Turkish 
rule, to free them from which even England 
consented that Russia should draw the sword. 
In fixing the new limits Russia has gained 
immense advantages. In extending the ter- 
ritory of Montenegro she has gained two sea- 
ports on the Adriatic. The new boundary 
of Bulgaria gives her an outlet into the 
ZEgean Sea at the port of Kavala. The de- 
molishing of the four fortresses in Bulgaria 
removes that gigantic obstacle of the 
Quadrilateral, which has heretofore stood 
between her and Constantinople. The retro- 
cession of Bessarabia once more enables her 
to regain her foothold upon the Danube, and 
is equivalent to the commercial extinction of 
Roumania, The surrender of Batoum gives 
her possession of the best harbor on the Asi- 
atic coast of the Black Sea. Kars and Arda- 
han give her the control of Armenia, and the 
occupation of Bayazid places her squarely 
upon the frontier of Persia, in whose Court, 
Councils, and commerce Russian influences 
already predominate. Lastly, the opening 
of the Dardanelles to merchant vessels in 
time both of peace and war cannot but re- 
dound to the advantage of Russian commerce. 
So far as any of these elements of the treaty 
are concerned, it is doubtful whether the 
Congress will disturb them. They are 
points of vantage legitimately gained, 
and of a character which Turkey 
was competent to concede. The danger 
which threatens the relations of England and 
Russia does not concern Turkey, which is a 
by-gone, nor the complications in Eastern 
Europe. The cloud of war looms up in Asia, 
and the energy with which England is reor- 
ganizing her army in India shows that she 
recognizes her danger in that quarter. She 
has no interests in Southeastern Europe. The 
only interested parties there are Germany, 
Austria, and the little Slavic Principalities. 
Russia has never given a thought to territo- 
rial aggrandizement in Europe. The direc- 
tion of her growth is eastward into Asia, and 
she has followed that direction so persistent- 
ly that already she has spread across the 
whole northern half of the continent to the 
Pacific, dropping down, on the one hand, to 
the Chinese frontier, across which her trade 
has already gone, and on the other to Persia 
and Afghanistan, which brings Russia and 
England almost face to face on the Indian 
frontier, and to Armenia, which threatens 
Syria and the Valley of the Euphrates. A 
prominent Spanish politician and close ob- 
server of political events recently contributed 
to the Pall-Mall Gazette some thoughts upon 
the situation, in which he writes: 


The military position which England should 
covet is the Valley of the Euphrates and that of 
the Tigris, with such a part of Syria as would 
secure at least one port on the Mediterranean, 
the portion of Armenia annexed including a good 
natural boundary,---as, for instance, the mount 
aine which limit the watersheds of both rivers. 
This dominion not to be a mere military outpost 
like Gibraltar and Malta, but a large territory with 
resources of its own, of a value warranting the 
amount of expense necessary to create formidable 
strongholds on the Mediterranean and on the 
Persian Gulf. 


This would secure to England the second 
road to India; but, as this position is already 
threatened by the Russian occupation of 
Armenia, there seems to be but one resource 
left in case England is not going to contest 
the entire treaty by the arbitrament of war, 
and that is to secure her other and main 
route to India by taking possession of Egypt 
and the Suez Canal. This may yet be the 
great question before the Congress, and, it 
seems to us, is the only solution of the East. 
ern question that promises lasting peace. 
Egypt is now tributary to a Power that has 
practically ceased to exist, and can no longer 
defend her, or even dictate to her. In case 
this relation continues, it is almost inevita- 
ble that she will become Russianized, and, 
when this happens, Russia will stand be- 
tween England and India. The occuption 
of Armenia has therefore forced upon En- 
gland the necessity of taking the Suez Canal, 
and of assuming a protectorate over Egypt. 
Germany is already trying t6 influence her 
to recognize this conclusion, and the Berlin 
correspondent of the London Times declares 
that the Government has advised the English 
not to hesitate, assuring in advance the con- 
sent of Germany, Austria, and Russia, and 
predicting that in a year hence France would 
prefer to have Egypt in the hands of the 


portant that will come before the Congress, 
and that upon its solution will largely depend 
the future peace of Europe. In view of the 
situation, it is not hazardous to predict that 
the concentration in the Mediterranean of 
the most formidable fleet the world has 
ever seen, and the bustle and stir in army 
circles both in England and India, means the 
ultimate seizure of Egypt by force for the 
protection of their India route, if they can- 
not occupy it peaceably. 
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HORSE-CAR LICENSES. 

The City Council on Monday evening 
passed an ordinance requiring a license at 
the rate of $50 a year for each horse-car run 
on the streets of Chicago. The total num- 
ber of cars run on all the city roads is esti- 
mated at 700, and, if the ordinance become 
a law, the total revenue from licenses will be 
$35,000 a year. The amount of revenue is 
not so great as to make the license system a 
bonanza; nevertheless, being cash receivable 
within the fiscal year, it will be especially 
acceptable to the City Government. 

The law officers of the city have given an 
opinion that the city has no power to exact 
any such license fee, nor to make the free 
operation of the horse-railways dependent on 
the payment of a license fee for each car run. 
The Council did not seem to recognize the 
ruling of the Law Department as sound, and 
proposed, by passing the ordinance, to force 
the railway companies to resort to the courts 
for a decision as to the power to make any 
such demand. We do not propose to argue 
that question of law at this time. 

Outside of the legal points of the case, 
we suppose the proposed taxation will be 
somewhat popular,—first, for the reason that 
the general public regard all corporations as 
fair objects of the most rigorous taxation 
that the law will permit; and, second, be- 
eause there is an impression that the horse- 
railway companies escape a large share of 
legitimate taxation. The several horse-rail- 
way companies are assessed in the aggregate, 
in addition to the value of their real estate, 
on personal property about $300,000. That 
sum, though not exact, is the valuation on 
which the State, county, town, and city 
taxes are extended against all the companies. 
Of this, $125,000 are charged against the 
South Side Company, $86,821 against the 
North Side Company, and the remainder 
will cover the assessment of the West Side 
Company, which happens to be taxed partly 
in two towns. 

The South Side Company is charged with 
a franchise and capital stock valued at $269,- 
587, and the West Side with the same, val- 
ued at $188,435. From these valuations are 
to be deducted the valuations for tangible 
property,—real and personal,—and the bal- 
ances, if any, is subject to taxation. Without 
any exact figures, it is probably correet to 
say that the South Side Company pays taxes 
on a total valuation of about $250,000, and 
the West Side Company on a valuation of 
about $200,000, and the North Side on some- 
thing like $100,000. 

It was suggested that, if this ordinance be 
legal, and be enforced, the West and North 
Side companies will discontinue the sale of 
tickets, and thus reimburse themselves, and 
that they will also reduce the num- 
ber of cars in use. The South Side Comps- 
ny sells no tickets. Itis probable that the 
Mayor, guided by the legal opinion of the 
Corporation Counsel, will veto the ordinance, 
and thus end the matter; but, even if he ap- 
prove it, the railway companies, who hold 
their legal rights under contracts made by 
the State, and not with the City of Chicago, 
will refuse to take out licenses, and thus 
transfer the question to the court for deter- 
mination. 


The President has notified Congress that 
he has approved the bill/granting an Ameri- 
can registry to the Pandora, the understand- 
ing being that the vessel, is to be used exclu- 
sively for purposes of Polar exploration. 
Mr. James Gorpon Bennett, propristor of 
the New York Herald, is the patron of the 
enterprise. He has engaged to buy the ves- 
sel, provide it with an outfit, and place it in 
charge of a competent commander, looking 
for his reward only in the approval of his 
own conscience and the credit that may at- 
tach to the Herald in consequence of 80 
brilliant an achievement. Mr. Brnwyerrt’s 
method of conducting a great newspaper is, 
indeed, somewhat different from that to 
which the world has been accustomed. He 
makes. his news and then records it. The 
only privilege he asks for his enter- 
prise in the first instance is the reputa- 
tion of enterprise in the second, which 
is not stricily his due. For anybody who 
has a monopoly of the interiorof Africa or 
the circle of perpetual snow and ice can have 
the distinction of writing the first letters 
from those thrilling regions. The trouble is 
to get there first, not to collect the news 
after one has got there. The veriest penny- 
a-liner th&t ever breathed could write an in- 
teresting letter about a land that his fellow- 
men had never seen or heard of before. It 
is, therefore, not as a newspaper proprietor, 
but as an explorer, the original and only” 
explorer in the business,—that Mr. Bennerr 
deserves recognition and praise. Original 
and only” Mr. Bewwerr is, for he is the 
original and only man to make exploration a 
separate business, without reference to the 
thing to be explored. Science, commerce, 
and religion are all one to him. He ex- 
plores for his own sake; and science, com- 
merce, or religion may scramble for the pro- 


It is certainly to the credit of Mr. Bexwerr 
that he works with system and energy. He 
is worthy of the name of ‘‘ Thorough,” 
which Lord Srnarrogp has usurped too 
long. Given a certain work to be accom- 
plished, what are the best means of accom- 
plishing it? This is the question he puts 
himself at the start. Having answered it, 
or hired somebody to answer it for him, he 
provides the necessary means with the ut- 
most liberality. This is the secret of Sran- 
LEY’s success in Africa. Explorers no less 
intrepid than he have failed for the want of 
sufficient equipment. He succeeded because 
he had the means of success which were de- 
nied them; and for the providing of these 
means of success Mr. Bennett deserves the 
largest praise. He has apparently adopted 
the same method in the organization of his 
Polar expedition. He has purchased a ves- 
sel spocially adapted for the purpose, and 
has procured from Congress a special detail 
of naval officers to sail it. He will probably 
place in command a man of experience and 
courage; and it will not be strange if he 
again succeeds where all others have 
failed. He is to have the advantage 
of the Howcatz plan, which late ex- 
perience tends to show is the only practica- 
ble mode of reaching the Pole. This con- 
sists, in effect, of the establishment of a per- 
‘manent base of operations as far north as 
vessels can safely go, with the promise of re- 
turning home at their convenience. The 
depot in this instance will probably be estab- 


lished on Lady Franklin's Bay, though Dr. 


purpose. From the permanent depot, wher- 
ever it may be, excursions will be made by 
sledges until the Pole is reached. The plan 
contemplates the reinforcement of the 
colony every year until its object is accom- 
plished. It will, under this arrangement, be 
possible to take advantage immediately of 
an open winter, such as the present one has 
been. No doubt, if there had been a colony 
on Lady Franklin’s Bay this year, the North 
Pole would have been discovered: by this 
time. It is to be hoped that Mr. Bzxyzrr’s 
expedition may have weather as favorable 
next year, and, in any event, that his enter- 
prise and liberality may ultimately have their 
reward in the realization of his pjans. 


BOSTON FINANCIAL MORALITY. 

The Boston papers have been extremely 
malignant towards the people of the West 
concerning the silver agitation. They have 
denounced us as dishonest and ignorant, and 
with destroying the national credit in order

Since that time some twenty thousand 
more of these mechanics and laboring men 
of Boston, accepting the predictions of the 
papers that the passage of the Silver bill 
was the mere prelude to the general wreck, 
assembled at the doors of the savings banks 
and asked for their money on deposit in 
those institutions. Whether they wanted 
their money to invest in British consols be- 
cause there was no telling what next might 
happen,” is not stated, but the institutions 
which had declared so vehemently in favor 
of all payments in gold sent frantic appeals 
to the Legislature that a law be passed au- 
thorizing the hanks, whenever they consid- 
ered depositors were injuring themselves by 
drawing out their own money, to refuse 
to pay at all, and, if necessary, to 
retain one-half the depositors’ money for 
two years. Compared with paying debts 
with 90-cent dollars, this New England mor- 
ality of receiving depositors’ money, payable 
on demand, and then, on the plea that de- 
positors do not know their own business, 
authorize the banks to refuse to pay any- 
thing, is, to say the least, peculiar. It looks 
very much like a scheme to enable the Bos- 
ton banks to lock up depositors’ money, and 
then, operating onthe necessities of the 
victims, privately purchase the depositors’ 
books at 50, 60, or, horrible to relate, at 
even 90 cents” on the dollar. In all the 
history of repudiation of just and honest 
debts, nothing more scandalous has ever 
been proposed by any State Legislature. It 
far exceeds anything like a Stay law. It 
authorizes any bank, on its own motion, to 
notify the depositor who has left his money 
in the institution that the bank will not 
pay him, lest he might injure himself by the 
misuse of his own earnings. We should 
think that there would be a general invest- 
ment by Boston mechanics and laborers in 
British consols, when the laws of the State 
sanction such open and undisguised confis- 
cation as this law proposes. Better even 
than this would be the 90-cent ” dollars. 


The Board of Education meet to-night to 
curtail their expenditures and to bring the 
year’s outlay for schools within the year’s in- 
come. It is understood that the Committee 
having the matter in charge will propose to 
reduce the number of school days in the pri- 
mary departments, and thus save what is to 
be saved by closing the schools to the largest 
number of children. The school system of 
this State is essentially a system of primary 
instruction ; it is intended with the means at 
hand to give instruction to the largest num- 
ber of children, who otherwise would have 
none, If there be $10,000 only to furnish 
instruction, and there be 10,100 persons to be 
instructed, and the $10,009 will furnish 
10,000 with all the instruction they can ever 
hope to receive, and it will cost $10,000 to 
instruct the other 100 children in higher 
studies, there can hardly be any 
doubt as to which class should be 
dropped. We are informed that, by 3 
revision of the list of studies, the expenses 
of the schools may be reduced fully 15 per 
cent, and this can be done without closing a 
primary class or reducing the term in the 
least. We repeat that over 80 per cent of 
the children in the public schools never ad- 
vance above the fifth grade; to these chil- 
dren this education is vital, because it is all 
they ever get. The cost of maintaining 
schools for this 80 per cent does not exceed 
possibly 60 per cent of the cost of the whole 
schools. In behalf of these children, whose 
only hope of schooling is thus afforded them, 
we protest against closing any primary class, 
and against reducing the number of school 
days and school hours in these classes. If 
there be retrenchment needed, let it not 
touch these. Let not the Board dismiss 
four children that one may continue at 
school; on the contrary, let the one be dis- 
missed that the four may be retained, if it 
be necessary to dismiss any. 


It is repeatedly asserted by the silver advocates 
that the passage of their bill has not injured the 
country's credit. Then how do they account for 
the utter failure to plaee the 4 percent bonds’ 
Isn'tit a sign of injured credit to fall from a 4 
percent toa 6 percent nation?—New York Trib- 
une. 

In the first place, the 4 per cent bonds had 
ceased to sell long before the Silver bill passed. 
The Syndicate broke down as Jong since as last 
Uctober; secondly, the financial columns of the 
New York Tribune show that bonds have not 
depreciated in price, nor greenbacks either, 
since the Silver bill became a law; on the con- 
trary, they have enhanced in value; thirdly, 
more 4 per cent bonds have been sold by the 
Secretary of the Treasury in the three weeks 
since the Silver bill became a law than in the 
three months previous thereto; fourthly, the 
mass of those willing to buy are waiting until 
Congress passes the bill making legal-tender 
notes receivable for 4 per cent bonds. People 
do not want to sell their greenbacks at a dis- 
count for gold in order to pay a premium for 
the lowest bond on the market. Let the New 
York Tribune preserve its soul in patience until 
the law is so amended that the 4 per cent bonds 
can be purchased at par in legal-tenders, and it 
will see them subscribed for fast enough. It 
would be more patriotic if it would cease its 
petulant suarling and contemptible lyiag, and

ROSSA’S LECTURE. 
F Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Toronto, March 19.—O’Donovan-Rossa ar- 
rived here yesterday forenoon. Having been 
forewarned that his reception might be uncom- 
fortably warm if he traveled as far as the regu- 
lar station here, he jumped off the train while 
m motion at the round-house, fell iu the mud, 
and came within a foot of being run over. He 
was only accompanied, apparently, by one co- 
patriot, but there were a number of hard- 
looking characters scattered about the 
train, who were supposed to comprise 
his body-guard. He was spirited away in 
acab, and thus escaped the Orange mob which 
was awaiting his arrival at the Yonge Street 
Station. He kept dark all dav. At 7 last 
evening five companies of the Queen’s Own and 
four of the Tenth Royals were mustered quietly 
in the drill- shed, a nundred yards from 
Sr. PATRICK’S HALL, 
where the lecture was to be delivered. One 
hundred police guarded the hall. A mob of 
7,000 blocked the corner of King and Jarvis 
streets, and filled East Market Square. Rossa 
got up-stairs and into the hall without being 


recognized, and began to speek at 8 upon 
Ireland, Her Trials and Triumphs.“ There 
were but about 150 persons present, 
mostly Young Irishmen and Hibernians. The 
moment the gas was turned on in the hail the 
mob outside opened fire with stones, and a 
perfect shower was rained on the windows until 
the lecture closed. At 9:30 
NOT A PANE OF GLASS 
was left. Rossa stopped several times, and one 
of the audience proposed that they should 
charge down stairs and out. This was overruled, 
dowever, and the audience waited in darkness 
forthe mob to disperse. At 10:15 Rossa stole 
quietly out on to King street, and passed unob- 
served into the crowd. and the audience got 
out in twos and threes after him. 
ROs#SA’S LECTURE 
was extremely moderate in tone, and contained 
little that was more bloodthirsty than a wish 
that Orangemen and Catholics would shake 
hands over the Battle of the Boyne for the 
unity of old Ireland. He gave a description of 
his prison experience, defended himself against 
certain sentiments being attributed to him, and 
said he would utter nothing more sweeping 
against England than had been fulminated 
by Lord Dufferin, whose impeachment of 
Engtish law be proceeded to read. 
_ ‘THE ADDRESS THROUGHOUT WAS TAMB, 
and contained less treasonabie sentiments than 
the speeches of local orators on a St. Patrick's 
Day celebration. Rossa appeared to be ner- 
yous, and, at the first indication of a disturb- 
* ance outside, he was noticed to falter in his re- 
marks. During the lecture a stray stone was 
eccasionally sent whirling through the windows 
amongst the audience, and the lecturer was 
ADVISED To “CUT IT sHORT,”’ 
Which he did. Rossa elbowed his way through 
the crowd to Church street unrecognized. A 
cab was here in waiting, into which be and a 
companion sprang, but, just as the driver was 
about taking his seat, a man ran up, and, recog- 
nizing Rossa, seized the cab door, exclaiming: 
“ HERE’S THE D—D FENIAN!” 

Rossa drew his revolver, at the same time 
hitting the man a back-handed blow, which 
cansed him to release his hold and topple into 
the mud. The crowd loitered around the mar- 
ket square until midnight, and, when they 
found that Rossa had reaily escaped, they hoot§ 
ed and yelled in terrible rage, and, instead of 
prosecuting their search after the Fenian leader, 
they charged in a most cowardly manner on the 
police, not as men, but as ficnds, never ap- 
proaching near enough to come within the 
reach of the baton, but arming themselves with

COUNTERFEITING. 


A Gang Broken Up. 

The Secret Service Detectives and Deputy United 
States Marshals were busy last night picking up 
counterfeiters, and bagged the principals of a gang 
who have been operaung in the Northwest for 
about a year. Their headquarters were in this 
citv. Here the spurious coin was made and de- 
livered to dealers, who took it into Wisconsin, In- 
diana, Michigan, Iowa, and Minnesota to supply 
their customers. It cost about 10 cents on 
the dollar to make it, but **commis- 
sions” made the cost to the shover 
about 30 cents. The gang dealt in nickels, quar- 
ters, and halves. and all their issues were of a very 
fair quality,—good enough to deceive all who are 
not accustomed to handling much specie. Detect- 
ive Tyrrell struck their trail iast November, when 
afellow known as Bible Lee wae arrested in 
Muscatine, la., upon suspicion of 22 He 
had sent Lee to Joliet a year or so before for deal- 
ing in bogus money, and shortly after his term ex- 
pired Tyrrell learned that he had gone 

5 his old business. On learning 
arrest, Tyrrell informed the City 
who had Lee in custody, that he 
could furnish proof as to his character.

In the growing 
of wheat, exclusively as a business, upon 
a large scale, large economies can be 
practiced; and —* the number may be 
mentioned the fact of the wheat-crop being 
made and harvested in about four months, ne- 
cessſtatiug a farmer being under expense on! y 
about one-half the 18 After a crop is har- 
vested, the ground is replowed, and there is 
nothing more to do until seed-time the follow- 
ing April. The hands are paid off, when they 
o into the pineries of Northern Minnesota, and 
work until the coming spring, when they returo 
to the farm. 
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THIS VALLEY 
is admirably adapted to wheat-culture (and par- 
ticularly wheat-culture upon a large scale) by 
reason of its soil, size, surface, climate. and ab- 
sence of rain during the harvest-season. It is 
one vast level prairie for miles and miles, as far 
as the eye can reach, with just undulation suffi- 
cient for drainage. There is very little waste 
land in this part of the valley; and 1am told 
that this is a characteristic of it all over. A 
farmer having five sections, side by side, can 
run almost an unbroken furrow five miles in 
any direction; and it is said this can be done in 
almost any part of the valley. This matter of 
long furrows or long stretches in farming is a 
great saving,—a great economy in the workin 
of hands and teams in strong force. There is 
no time lost. 

Mr. Dalrymple works his forces, either at 
plowing, harrowing, seeding, or harvesting, in 
battalions of ten or fifteen teams together. 
one following closely upon the other, with a 
foreman over all. When a break occurs, or any 
implement gets out of order, it is thrown out 
of column and immediately repaired, when it 
again takes its place at the foot of the line, and 
proceeds todo its work in regular order. He 
seldom puts his forces upon a stretch of less 
than a mile. This keeps his men aud teams con- 
stantiyin action, and little time is wasted in 
frequent turnings. 

THE CLIMATE nenn 
long days in summer (and these long days are 
about the only evidence they have, so the peo- 
ple say, of their being nearer the North Pole 
than We are, in summer, if not in winter), hot at 
midday, cool at nighu—seems favorably adapt- 
ed to wheat-culture. It is considered that it 18 
the climate north of 47 degrees, together with 
the soil in this northern latitude, which produces 
what is called“ No. 1 Hard Minnesota Wheat. 

During harvest-season there is said to be no 
rain in this section of the country, or, if any, 
only very light, not sufficient to interfere with 
harvest-work. The climate here is the same as 
in Northern Minnesota, so noted the world over 
for its healthfuiness. There is no such thing 
known here as fever and ague or consumption, 
except it be cases where persons have come here 
to get relief. Of these there are quite a num- 
ber settled in the valley and west, who are re- 
ported to have been greatly benefited. Just 
now itis as mild and pleasant here as in Chi- 
cago. 

The principal product of this section is 

“NO. 1 HARD MINNESOTA’? WHEAT, 
the price of which is governed by the Milwaukee 
market, reports of which are received here three 
times daily. There is at all times a cash mar- 
ket for all that is offered, and plenty of buyers, 
at the Milwaukee price for the same 
grade, less the freight to Duluath,—i5 
cents. The market here to-day is 98 cents. 
The supply of labor is said to be equal to the 
demand, at about $20 per month, and is com- 
posed largely of Germans, Norwegians, and, 
Mennonites. The pees of land is from $1.25 to 
$10 per acre, according to quality and location. 
Fuel is scarce here; the valley is not well sup- 
plied, although this county (Coss) is said to 
contain 56,000 acres of timber. ‘ood at this 
point is $3 to $3.50 per cord. Fifty to seventy- 
five miles east of bere there is timber in great 
abundance. Utilizing hay and straw for fuel 
does not seem to have been adopted here as yet 
to any extent; that it can be dune, with press- 
es, to good advantage, there is, I am told, no 
question. As soon as the Northern Pacific Rail 
road is extended bevond the Missouri forty 
miles, coal of good quality can be delivered in 
the valley at a cost not exceeding $4 per ton. 
when this drawback wili have been overcome. 
GRASSHOPYVERS 
visited the country in 1876, did about 10 per 
cent damage in spots, and left for parts un- 
known. There being noeggs deposited any- 
where in this country, the people of Minnesota 
and Dakota consider they are rid of them for a 
number of years to come. A very large immi- 
gration is looked for here this spring and com- 
ing summer. Ihe sales of the Northern Pactfic 
Railroad Land-Office, the past six months, have 
been enormous; and the Government Land- 
Office at this place has been crowded with work 
for a long time. From what I have seen since 
I came here, I should say that the indications 
point very strongly to a large incoming of set- 
tlers from this on, both from this country and 
abroad. The Mennonites are settling in Mani- 
toba, east and west from the Red River, up the 
valleys of the Assiniboine and Saskatchewan, on 
the west and between the Red River and the 
Lake of the Woods, on the east, are said to be 
other millions of acres of land similar to those 
iu this valley, and, iu point of fertility, not a 
whit behind them. 
THE CANADA PACIFIC RAILROAD 
is now being built through these Manitoba 
lands, which, report says, are open to settle- 
meut at $1.25 per acre or thcreabouts,—lands as 
well adapted to the culture of wheat, oats, and 
barley as those I have already described. am- 
toba, it is thought, will be settled very largely 
this year and next by Canadians, who wilt reach 
it via the Northern Pacific Railroad and Red 
River. in advance of the completion of the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad, two years hence, 
from Fort William, on Lake Superior, tu a 
point 250 miles west of the Red-River Valley. 
Men of capital are already here,—but not in 
large numbers, —looking around; while smail 
settlers—those who build up a couvtry—have 
pot commenced to come in yet freely. 4 is too 
early. 
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THE NORTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD 
‘crosses the valley at this point; it has a good 
roadbed, good iron, and first-class engines and 
cars (plenty of the latter); and, under the man- 
agement of its present eflicient General Man- 
ager, Mr. H. E. Sargent, formerly of the Michi- 
gan Central, it is expected that this road will 
now take a new departure. On the 17th, trains 
with palace-sleepers will run through from St. 
Paul to Bismarck in twenty-two hours,—forty- 
three hours from Chicago to Bismarck. This 
time will probably be shortened, by or before 
the Ist of May, to forty hours,—making this 
‘altogether the quickest route between Chicago 
and the Black Hills. 
{ have been informed since I arrived bere that 
arrangements have been made for running three 
boats from Bismarck to Fort Benton and just 
below, iu counection with this road, with a view 
to encouraging the shipment of ore in consider- 
able quantities from Montana east, via the 
Northern Pacitie Raiiroad and Duluth steamers. 
Should Congress, at this session, extend the time 
for the construction of this road, the road will 
be extended 200 miles west of the Missouri this 
year, and to the Pacific within the. limit of the 
extension,—so ' am reliably informed. When 
the Nerthern Pacific reaches the Yellowstone 
Valley and the hills of Montana, it is thought 
by railroad-men—men of large railroad-experi- 
enve—that its traffic will be 

VERY HEAVY AND VERY REMUNERATIVE. 
I have now given your readers a very slight 
and hurried outline or description of this sec- 
tion of the country, for the purpose of callm 
attention to ite importance in the future. Chi- 
cago does not seem to be well represented here, 
she does pot seem, as is her wont, to be reach- 
ing out in this direction. The country is brand- 
new yet,—settlemeut hardly begun; but, in five 
years from this time, with the attention which 
it is now attracting kept up, there will be but 
little land in the varied uvoccupied, from one 
end to the other. With such a soil; with land, 
so favorably adapted to wheat-culture, at mere] 
nominal prices; with railroads running throug 
this valley lengthwise and breadthwise; with 
river-navigation the entire length of it; with 
freight to Duluth not exceeding 15 cents per 
bushel, and possibly lower,—its settlement can- 
not be kept back; immigration is bound to be 
attractedito u. X.

POSSIBLE MURDER. 


STAFFGRD—SULLIVAN. 

It was thought by every one who read yester- 
day's papers that the celebration of St. Patrick's 
Day had passed in this city without any tragic af- 
fair. The sequel of the day's doings did not come 
to hand until yesterday noon, and then more by 
accident than in any other way. The facts are 
few: During Monday forenoon, John Staf- 
ford and Timothy Sullivan, related to each 
other, inasmuch as they married sisters named 
McCarthy, and both residing ina rude dwelling at 
No. 113 Sebor street, had a quarrel about some 
domestic difficulties datingtwo years back, the 
particulars of which feud are still kept a secret in 
the family. During the quarrel Sullivan made the 
remark that disease had wrecked his frame, and 
greatly lessened his strength, but that, weak as he 
was, he would denounce Stafford and his 
wife, and he at once began calli his 
sister-in-law very hard names. In the scaffie and 
encounter Stafford seized a piece of a board, and 
struck Snilivan in the abdomen, and, itis said, 
kicked him severely. This, according to the 
neighbors, took place early Monday forenoon. 
Balfivan took to his bed in consequence, 
and at 8:30 yesterday morning breathed 
his last in the presence of a4 priest, who 
absolved him and gave him the rites of the Church, 
and the attending physician, Dr. J. P. Rowan. 
Every effort was made to keep the affair secret, 
and it was not until yesterday noon that the police 
heard of it. The above meagre particulars were 
gathered with the greatest difficulty. A Trisuxs 
reporter visited the house yesterday after- 
wife of the dead man, 
were about the place, 
either scoffed at the story about the quarrel or de- 
nied it in toto. The body had already been laid 
out. No marks were vieibie about the exposed 
parts, and a woman who had cared for the body 
answered the reporter that there was not the 
slightest mark or bruise upon the body, save that 
the, extreme lower part of the abdomen was greatly 
swelled, and a heavy, thick froth was oosing from 
the mouth and nostrils. 

Mrs. Sullivan stated that her brother-in-iaw. 
John Stafford, nad had nothing to do with the 
killing, but the fact still remained that the de- 
ceased had complained from the time ot the fight, 
and had been in bed eversince. She said her hus- 
band was a victim to painters’ colic, and had been 
under the treatment of various doctors during 
the past two years, first for cancer in the 
stomach, and afterwards for what was styled 
a most highly aggravated case of chronic dyspep- 
sia. In consequence he haa barely done a dav's 
work for the past two years. Furthermore, he was 
greatly addicted to the use of liquors, and she 
says that at the time of the alleged quarrel] both 
men were quite intoxicated. To the reporter it 
seemed impossible to get at the exact story of the 
affair, and the police report that they were similarly 
damned. The Coroner alone will be able to decide 
between the truth and the story of the interested 


“The most suspicious part of the affair is the dis- 
appearance of Stafford from his home, and the in- 
ability of the police to discover his whereabouts. 
He was about the house in the morning, 
but soon went away after learning of his 
brother-in-law's death. His friends say that he 
has absented himself simply to avoid arrest, and 
that, as soon as the Coroner's inquest is over, he 
will turn up, and they are confident that the 
jury will return a verdict of death from chronic 
alcoholism or similar cause. 

The de was about 40 years of age, and 
leaves a wife and four children. Stafford is a 
coal-heaver by occupation, and is about the same 
age.

The Taxpayers’ Association of the Town of 
Lake held a meeting in the office of W. D. Ker- 
foot & Co., No. 90 Washington street. at half-past

was to hear the report of a Committee appointed 
to investigate the affairs of the Town of Lake, and 
unearth any fraud which might have been perpe- 
trated by the officers of the town.

472 entirely unaccounted for, and the Committce 
cannot find what has become of the proceeds. 

The Committee are informed that Mr. H. B. 
Lewis, the Clerk of the School Board for the years 
1868 to 1873, publicly stated that $25, 000 of these 
bonds were used to pay a bonus of that amount to 
the County Board of Supervisors in 1869 to secure 
the location of the Normal School, $2,500 to pur- 
chase a part of the site. and some $1,500, more 
or less, to aid D. 8. Wentworth to erect or fit up 
and furnish his boarding-house, and $500 to one 
of the Supervisors to pay for examining title; and 
the bonds for that purpose were sold at a discount

there was another mistake in the records and re- 
ports. The Canadian Bank of Commerce was the 
concern from which the loan was had. 

The prosecution went through a great mass of 
billes and warrants, concerning the objects of 

e accountant, Mr. Carson, displayed the 
most unbounded ignorance. The many questions 
asked by the prosecution in relation thereto were 
all objected to, and the objections were sustained. 
The prosecution claimed that many of the warrants 
were drawn to pay fictitious claims. The bills and 
warrants were ail offered in evidence, —that is, all 
drawn by Condit upon Condit. A peculiarity de- 
veloped was that Condit made out itemized bills 
and handed them in, and upon his word warrants 
were drawn for the amount. 

The principal point of evidence offered in the 
examination, and the one upon which the prosecu- 
tion lay the most stress, was that furnished by the 
testimony of Mr. W. H. Ho 7 of No. 420 
Sophia street. This gentleman was for four years 
an employe of the County Clerk, and consequently 
familiar with the books and accounts as relating to 
the towns of this county. From one of the County 
Clerk's books the witness testified that the amount 
of special assessments sold to A. B. Condit 
for the Town of during a certain 
year was $8,688, and the amount of 
taxes paid on special assessments by Condit 
in the same year was $1,570, making in all $10. - 
258. Witness testified that the County Clerk's 
books were the best records, because all other tax 
records were built up from them, and all receipts 
were drawn from the data which they contained. 

Mr. Harvey entered Condit's anuual report in 
evidence. In it Condit had credited himself with 
$18, 218 in tax certificates received from the Coun- 
ty Treasurer as cash, and so charged to the Town 

reasurer, and taxes paidon land to which the 
town holds tax certificates of former years. 
He and that the county books al- 
ready examined were the best records to 
be had upon the question, and they 
showed that Mr. Condit had received more than he 
accounted for. The Treasurer had no records to 
show how much of the accounts were cash and how 
much certificates, whereas the County Clerk's 
books showed exactly. and further showed that 
Condit had received about $10,000 more than he 
had accounted for. 

Upon the above testimony. which contains the 
relevant facts adduced, though not in the order as 
brought out, the prosecution rested their case, It 
was then about 5 o'clock p. m., and an adjourn- 
ment was had till 9: 30 o'clock this morning.

A CARELESS OFFICER. 

One of the Central Station detectives—Rickey— 
is to be dropped; not because of the 15 ver cent 
saving in expenses, but on account of what was 
not only great negligence in his duty, but also 


seemingly some crooked work. He let the burglar. 


George Havill get away from him, and was instru- 
mental in giving him the opportunity to do so. 
About 8 o'clock Monday night, Sam Felker and 
Mr. J. B. Story called at the jail, where Havill 
was locked up, awaiting trial on three charges. 
The object of this visit was to get him to squeal, 


there being the best reason to believe that he was 
one of the men who robbed Mr. Story’s house of 
about $2,000 worth of jewelry, silverware. and 
per He was brought down to the cage, 
and Felker talked to him for some time. Then Mr. 
Story started to go for Rickey. Assistaut-Jaller 
Bonfield saved him the tronble by telegraphing to 
the police headquarters, Rickey was not there, 
but he was sent after, being at home on the West 
Side. He reached the jail about a quarter after 
10. After talking with Havill a little while, he 
left bim, and told Bonfleld to have nothing to do 
with the case—that it was a put-up job and cooked. 
Then be went out. After he had been gone a few 
minutes, Felker took from his pocket a bail bond 
in the sum of $600, signed by Justice Foote, for 
Havill. Justice Summerfield had committed 
the prisoner, and Bonfield hesitated, though 
the bond was perfectly legal Not 
liking, however, to take the responsibility under 
the circumstances, he sent a messenger to the 
Sherman Ilouse to ask Jailer Currier about it. The 
boy found Currier, and when he learned the facts. 
he told him to tell Bonfield to hold Havill if he 
could, but if Felker insisted he should release 
him. The messenger. vn his return to the jail, 
reported that he had not seen Currier. Felker and 
Mr. Story then started out, and, returning, said 
they had seen Currier, and that Havill must be let 
out. There was no help for it, so Bonfield relact- 
antly released Havill.

THE BANKS. 
HENRY GREENEBAUM. 

The Greenebanm investigation was resumed 
yesterday morning, Henry Greenebaum himself 
being on the rack. Mr. Joseph E. Smith asked 
Mr. Greenebaum in regard to the particulars of the 
Bium transaction. Mr. Moses, counsel for the 
bankrupt, objected to the question, but Tom 
Brenan, the Committee-man and arbiter, thought 
the question proper, the bankrupt was willing to 
answer and did answer, explaining that Blum in 
June last bought $11,000 worth of German Na- 
tional stock which he, the bankrupt, bought back 
in October, giving his individual note therefor. 
Mr. Smith was desirous to go into further particu- 
lars, and asked Mr. Greenebaum to give the 
conversations which occurred, ete. Mr. 
Moses objected, inasmuch as the claim was 
admitted by everybody, and was of no 
interest to the public. ter Hubbard 
was called in and allowed the question. 
Mr. Greenebaum then went on to say that Blom 
said he could buy German National stock at 110. 
The bankrupt was reluctant to sell at that, bat 
finally did so when Blum gave him a four months’ 
option to buy it back. They had been negotiating 
for the stock for some time, but he did not exactly 
know whether he went to Blum first, or whether 
Blum came to him. Probably he went to 
Blum. He was not usually bashful when 
he had stock tosell. He then went on to explain 
what he did with the $11,000. The bank was then 

oiling on swimmingly. Afterwards came the St. 

uls panic, the strikes, and the Chicago savings- 
bank run, in explaining the effect of which on his 
institutions the banker's —4— 4 was quite 
voluminous. When he bought back Blum's stock 
he gave him his individual note, pledging his 
Masonic word that it would be paid. r. Greene- 
baum then went on to show how he obtained as- 
sistance when he was getting crowded, and how he 
would have gotten more than he did if the parties 
who had money to loan hadn't wanted so 
much for it. To a question whether 
Henry Greenebaum & Co. were bankrupt on the 
6th of December, he answered very emphatically 
thatif anybody on that day had told him he was 
bankrupt he would have called him a liar. Her- 
mann Schaffner's connection with the bank was 
gone into, and the question finally asked if Mr. 
Greenebaum had farnished him the capital to go 
into his present business as a broker. The ans- 
wer was a decided negative. Most of the debts 
created by borrowing money tocarry them through 
were unsecured. This was the substance of the 
morning's tedious and unfruitful investigation, 
and an adjournment was taken until 3 o'clock. 

THE OTHERS. 

The final sale of the South Chicago property of 
the Fidelity Savings Bank, as ordered by Judge 
Moore last week. came off at 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning, resulting in a compromise between the 
two ice-dealers of the Calumet, Coan and Shedd, 
and the property was bidden in for $1, 800, causing 
a loss of $1,100 to the bank by not having 
the first sale confirmed dy 
It will de remembered that 
the property in at the tiret sale for $2,900, and 
Shedd offered a bid of $3,300 after the sale was 
closed, which the Receiver, of course, refused, 
and asked to have his sale confirmed. The Court, 
thinking to get more for the property, ordered an- 
other sale, which should be final. And yesterday 
the sale was made out in the name of Edward A. 
Shedd and Esther E. Taylor. There was nothing 
of — to be found at any of the other broken 

nks. 

In the case of the Fidelty Savings Bank, the Chi- 
cago Cotton Manufacturing Company filed a peti- 
tion setting out that in June, 1875, 1t borrowed 
from the rons | Savi Bank $15, 000, giving its 
note, guarantce by H. sea, George A. Sur- 
feldt, and Isaac P. Coates, and also $60,000 of its 
capital-stock as security. It subsequently failed 
and, the guarantors not being able to respond, an 
arrangement was made in September, 1876, by 
which the ae should pay the debt in real 
estate. Soon r Coates conveyed some prop- 
erty, worth $7,078.78 above all incumbrances, to 
the bank, which was accepted in part payment. 
The Company now asks that it may ve allowed to 
pay the remainder due on the note in the same 
way, by the transfer of real estate. Judge Moore 
directed that this should be done, unless objections 
were filed in ten days. 

Mr H. Jacason, Receiver of the Third 
National Bank, filed a petition in the United States 
Circuit Court yesterday setting out that the bank 
now owns the Riverside Hotel, and Lots 382. 481,
